Ilou. Mr. Kolinou .siiiil tli.it Uio bill of 
which lie unw iiiuvrd a seeniul roiiding, 
had been iiitioiluccd iiitii the Iniiiao dur- 
ing tho past live susBioiia, funnerly by Mr. 
IJ.-ako, y.C, aiul since by himself. Tho 
ijoncral lino of .irgiiuient in favor of 
woiiieu being unfiaiicliiHed waa well known 
to this lioii.su, and it uould nut be nuoos- 
n-My to go over tho gnmiul again. In 
llio oast and in I'higlaiid tiiis (|iiusbiiiii had 
iiijule Bulj-st'intiiil iirogroBs, and ho wa.s 
gl;ul to sue from the iiuwHicipur.s that 
tlio I'reiiiior of Canada had refused 
tlio iii'inciple.

.sion, tlib greatest nations uf tliu oarth 
were those which had the liigliest it:s])oct 
lor nmnility and religion, and the ailditioii 
of woiiiun to t lio lisi iif tiiiise unt il led to 
e.'Col'ci.ae the fraiicliiso would have a strong 
toiidoucy to oluvatu the standard of mora- 
lity. Tliuro could bo no juestion that 
tho majority of women in this province 
weto in a bettor position to cast an in- 
tellio;ent voto than n groat number of 
tlio.so already on tho list (hear, hoar).

They were thus able 
to discriiniiialo ii[ioii public (|UC3lion8 aa 
well as the steriior sex. It was iiiinocus.sary 
for him to dilato furthur upon tho ijuos- 
tiou, and ho trusted that tho measure 
winild receive the hearty support of hon. 
members. 

flnn. Mr. Dunsmuir rose to speak, but 

seemed tu be ovorcome witli Bniusoment, 

md after standing a few iiiiiiutus decided 
that ho would s.-iy inithing on tho matter.

Hon. -Mr. Tiiriicr did not consider that 
tliu eiifi'aneliising of women would have 
that high moral tendency which tho hon.

Ho would 
lak hon. members, to consider the undue 
influence that would be exercised in a 
political cainpnigu, wore women enfran- 
chised, by a good luoking man, 
audi as tho hon. member for 
Cassiar. ((!roat laiighlor.) lie would 
obtain a nnijority every time. Hut 
uousenae aside, he did not consider that i

After the pay- 
meiib of bonuses the government would 
have no charge to moot in connection 
with their wiu'kiiig. 

Hon. Mr. Ibdison said tin? lion, gontle- 
meii niisundorslood the iiileution. The 
works were to be usUdjlished for tho j)ur- 
poao of testing the ores, not for tho pur- 
pose of making money, and ho did not 
think tliat tho end intended would be 
reached by securing the eruotiou of large 
customs sinoltorp. 

Mr. Oowan a.iid t li.it the eircuiiiatancos 
were vastly di'lerent between \'an- 
couver and (J.irihoo. The lalier had 
tho mines all along the line 
of railwiy from winch to draw 
ou.stom, and there was the reasonable pos- 
sibility of their paying. Hut no ciipilalist 
would cxiieiid iiKiiiey ill erecting works f(jr 
reducing ores ni I 'ai ilioo, w hich was liMO 
miles from the laiUv.iy, before the ores 
there were deiiioiist iMted to lie worthy of 
the erecLiou of mcli works. The system 
.IS explaiiieil by ilu; leader of ihe govern 
iiient was tho only method by which the 
end sough", could bo attained. 

Mr. Heaven called attention to tlie fact 
that it was necessary to bring in the bill 
by message, and the matter was withdrawn 
until the proper course C(mld be followed.

Hon. Jlr. Davio moved tho previous 
(luestion. This was withdrawn and the 
motion that the bill be read a second time 
was put. Ttiia was lost by a voto of 12 
to 6. 

PRIVILEOE. 

Mr. Oraiit, on a nuestion of privilege, 
said that he had been reported in TllK 
CoLONi.sT as having oxclaimed in an excit- 
ed umiinor while the hon. president of tho 
council was sUiting aquestionof privilege, 
"Uhlohl" Ho was not excited, nor 
had he uaado use of the exclamation at- 
tributed to him. Uis being credited with 
it was the reverse of the truth. 

AID TO gUAUTZ MINE,S, 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the second 
reading of a bill to aid in the further de- 
velopment of i|iiart:c mines. 

Mr. Heaven said he would like to see a 
provisiini incorporated into the bill that 
would inilncu the development of iron 
mines. They had many valuab'e iron de- 
posits, and he thought their development 
should bo encouraged. 

Hon. Mr. Dnnsuiuir thought the .■<ug- 
gestir^n a good one. However, ho had 
gone into lignres, and knew at the jiresont 
ratu of duty, $'.), that it would be impos- 
aible to successfully operate smelting 
works. If the duty were removed they 
would then have a market. 

Col. Haker a;iid that while not grudging 
Cariboo anything it received in the w;iy ol 
developing its cpiart/. mines, y(!t that dis- 
trict had already been given considerable 
eiicouragoiiieut, and he thought that in 
the present instance, two mills should be 
gnuitud, one to bo erected in Cariboo, the 
.illier in Kootenay. Tho latter district 
lanked .-ccond to Cariboo in its (piartz 
we,.! h, and while the CP. K. ran through 
the iKirtlierii portion (jf Kootenay, j'ot 
sfiuthei'ii Kootenay was isolated, and he 
thought it but coinnion justice to make 
provision for a test mill in that portion of 
the district. 

Hon. Mr. Kubsuii was (|uito in sym|iH- 
thy with the remarks of the hon. nieiuber 
for Koutenav, and he thought it wmild 
ho wise to place a sum in tho bill which 
would be adeipiate for the construction of 
two mills. VVliile doing so it wmild be 
with the understanding that the amount 
was not to bo expended until the inciuir- 
ies made showed that it w.-is of tho great- 
eat desirability. Tho work should not be 
gone on with until tlie government bad 
positive information on the best principle 
uiion which the works should be erected. 

Mr. (-Irant Ihoiigbt it advisable for 
this or any other government to take any 
steps that would lead to the devolo])nient 
of the quartz industry. Citizens of the 
province had spent many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars iv the endeavor to 
develope the mines, and they should bo 
encouraged. Ho also favored the on- 
couragenioiit of the iron industry. They 
had all the raw materiid for the produc- 
tion of a high class of iron and steel, and 
if there was a poasjbility of govi^rniiiont 
aid inducing the starting of iron works he 
would support it being granted. 

Mr. Bole agreed that tho osbiblishment 
of teat mills such as [iroposcd would be 
tho best moans that could be taken to in- 
duce the development of tho mines. He 
thought that a larger sum should be 
placed at tho disposal of the govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Orr asked if it was the intention of 
the government to ojierate these works. 

Hon. Mr. llobaou said that in Cariboo 
they flow had an excellent assayer, and it 
was the intention to place the test mills 
under his Buporintendcnce, as it was 
generally ciuiaidered that he was emu- 
potent to undortiikii tho task. Minors 
having rock to lust would bring it lo tho 
works and use tho availablo labor that 
was always to be had iu the vicii^ity 



Mr. Davie, in moving ihe second 
ruading of the hill, explained the meaning 
of the various anieiidnu.'nts proposed t(j 
the ci\ il procedure uf tho courts, which he 
claimed would greatly facilitate the ad- 
ministration of justice. 

Mr. Holo in favoring the bill referred 
to the unsatisfactoiy condition of things 
at present existing through defects in the 
procedure of the courts. 

Mr. Higgiiis callt!,l attention to the 
enormous cost of the administration of 
justice. It footed up $116,000 a year, 
A groat deal had been said about the cost 
of education, but it did not como within 
$4,000 of tho amount required to admin- 
ister the laws. Ho urged greater econoni}' 
by the government and ridiculed the ex- 
istence of 80[iarato gaol e3t.jiblislinients 
when there should be but one, and one 
stair of otiicials where there are now 
half-a-dozen. 

After further consideration, tho house 
went into committee, Mr. Thomson in the 
chair. 

The bill was reported complete with 
imendmonts. 

.S. AXll O. ItAIIAVAV. 

The bill extending the time of ,-igree- 
nient with the promoters of tho Slmswap 
■& Okanagon railway was read a third 



time and passed. 

LIKN HILL. 

Mr. Bolo, on report, moved an aiiiend- 
meiit to clause 0. This was to strike out 
tho words "consent in writing." 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir thought the bill at 
present before them was a dangerous one. 
The other bill, which was also up for re- 
port, was a far simpler measure and 
bettor authority than ho had so decided. 

Tho amendment was lost. 

Tho bill was killed on the following 
division:

.John, Duck. 

Noes — Dunsmuir, Bobson, Davie, Tur- 
ner, Vernon, Fry, Baker, Higghis. 

MECHANIC'S AND LABOUEUS BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the second read- 
ing of tlii.s bill, fie had voted against the 
former Lien bill because, if iiassed with- 
out the amendments, as explained by the 
hon. member for \\'estniinster city, it 
would have left; the province without a 
lien law altou other. The measure now bo- 
f(jre them had been carefully prepared, 
by others as well as Iiimself, and would, 
he thought, bo the best lien law the prov- 
ince had BO far had. 

The report was adopted unanimoualy, 
and the bill read a third time and passed. 

MnNICIl'ALITV ACT A:MENI)MENT. 

Mr. Higgins moved the adoption of tho 
report. 

After a couple of ainendinonts, given 
notice of by Mr. Grant, had been added 
to the bill, it was read a third time mid 
passed. 

KOilTliNAY riAII.WAV. 

Mr. Speaker read a message fron. the 
lieutenant-governor approving tho grant- 
ing of a subsidy to tho Kootenay railway; 
also one approving of the bill granting 
aid for the further development of quartz 
mines. 

Houso went into committoo on the 
(|uartz bill, Mr. Anderson in the chair. 

The coiiimittce reported tho bill [o the 
house. 

The bill was read a first time; second 

reading Wednesday. 

KOO'li;.N AY HA I l,\V A V. 

Hon. Mr. Uob.son moved that tho house 
go into committee on the following day on 
tho bill granting a land subsidy to the 
Kootenay Railway and Navigation Co. 

CEOW'S NEST RAILWAY. 

Tlui bill granting a right of way to the 
Crow's I>i'est and Kiioteiiay Railway waa 
read a third time and passed. 

AS.SIOS.S.Mli.NT uil.L. 

On the report of the above act several 
anieiidnieuts were iii.'ule. 

Mr. Ladner moved that Sec. 47, pro- 
hibiting the collection of personal property 
tax in Vancouver be struck out. Ho 
claimed that the credit of the city would 
be injured by jiassing the clause.' 

Messrs. Orr and Bole favored the strik- 
ing out of the clause. 

Hon. Mr. Robson was in favor of ex- 
pun^iing the clauBO and leaving tho char- 
ter of Vancouver undisturbed. The cor- 
poration was now in the inoney . market 
floating largo loans, and, small as the item 
of ])orsonal property tax might bo, it con- 
stituted a part of the basis of the credit of 
Uio city. This was, tlierefcno, a critical 
time to disturb that basis, and the conso- 
quonces might be very serious. Ho had 
rocoivod, by telegraph, a strong protest 
from the city of Vancouver, and, while 
(juito aware that the olauso roforrod to 
should never have been in tho Vancouver 
chnrtor, yet, under the circiimstancea, it, 
had better remain undisturbed, niid thus 
avoid the possible fatal oonsequonoes. 

Mr. Launor's amendment carried.

— Tho last sceiu; in 
the history of Hon. Thomas While, 
iVlinister of tho Interior, was enaotod to- 
day here and in Montreal. For thirty 
years or more the cajntjil has known Mr. 
White as one of her residents during .some 
portion of the year mid in these Latter 
days ho had become recogiii/.ed iis one of 
her foruiiiost citizens. It is little wonder 
then that the occasion of the removal of 
his mortal remains to Montreal to bo in- 
terred in their lust resting place should 
have been one of the most solemn and im- 
pressive demonstrations evur witnessed in 
( ittawa. Tho moruinj^ was raw and cold; 
tho kind of day to induce liieii of fr.iil 
nstitntion or men advanced in years to 
remain indoors, but aged seiialor.-; an<l 
meinbers alike marched in the long [n>i- 
saidii from the Whitu iiiiinsioii to the 
( 'aiiada Atlantic station. .Alllinugli it w;is 
nowii that the curtaji: would mil leave 
t iie residence until 9 o'clock, ]iuople be- 
g.iii to gather in tho vicinity of Cooper 
ind Metcalfe streets at an early hour and 
.IS the iiiiuuteb sped the crowd was rapidly 
augiiiented. Shortly after .S:.'iU o'clock .-i 
.sipiad uf stidwart Dominion police ciuiiu 
marching down Jletcalfe street and look 
possusaiuu of the sidewalk in front of the 
family residenco and of the wide steps 
leading into the mansion. A few minutes 
later the representatives of tho people ap- 
peared on the scene. A little after 8 
o'clock the membors of the family of the 
deceased with tho relatives and intimate 
friends assembled in t'lo

where tho remains lay. Yeiiorable Arch- 
deacon Lauder oll'ered pr.iyei-, asking 
that God's blessing might rest upon the 
family and giv» the boroavod widow and 
oliildron spiritual strength aiul comfort in 
this tho hour of their sorrow. A last 
fond look was taken of tho familiar fea- 
tures now cold in doath, and then tho 
family retired. An opportunity was sub- 
se(iuontly afforded the friends of tho de- 
ceased to take a farewell glimpse, and 
scores of senators, nioinbers, citizens and 
civil servants passed around the drawing 
room. Tho remains were oiiclosed in a 
plain but handsome black cloth casket. 
On the lid was a silver plate bearing the 
following inscription: "Hon. Thomas 
White, P. C, M. P.', Minister of tho In- 
terior and General Superiiitetident of In- 
dian all'airs, born at Montreal, 7tli of 
August, 18;iO, died nt Ottawa, 21st of 
April, 1888." In deference to tho wishes 
of the deceased, who in his lifetime was 
an earne.it advocate of funeral reform, all 
tho arrnngoinents were of a very unosten- 
tatious character. When tho hour for tho 
departure of the funeral cortege for tho 
station arrived, some two or three thous- 
and persons had gathered about the resi- 
dence. As tho collin, borne by six stal- 
wart policenion, emerged from tho house, 
all heads were reverently barod and many 
spectators were deeply afiected. The 
hearse thon moved off, preceded 
by a jpoise of Dominion Police, 
the route taken being down Metcalfe to 
McLaren street, thenco along ti^) Elgin 
station. The order of tho funonil pro- 
cession, which was half a mile in length, 
was as follows: squad of Dominion police; 
the clergy; tho hearse; relatives and 
friends; cabinet ministers; senators and 
members of parliament; deputy heads of 
departments; meinbers of the press gal- 
lory; Hansard staff; friends from a dis- 
tance, Toronto, Cardwoll, and elsewhere; 
prominent citizens; friends: cIcikb of the 
Interior dejiartment; clerks of the depart- 
ment of Indian affairs; general public; car- 
riiigoa containing members of the city 
council; iH'ivate carriages. Inimcdiutely in 
front of the hearse walked three Anglican 
clergymen, Revs. Messrs. Laudor, Pollard 
and Mucklestono. There were no pall- 
bearers. Close behind

were the male moinbors of the family aud 
relatives; Messrs. Robt. S. , Fred, and 
Thoa. Coylo White, sons of doce.ised: 
Richard White, his brother; W. White, 
Q.C., Shcrbrcko, a cousin; W ,1. and A. 
.S. White, nciihews; Robt. Roinaiiie, bro- 
ther-in-hiw,aiid .J. 0. Hodgson, son-in-law. 
Following these came Rev. AV. W. Carson, 
paitor 111 tho Dominion Methodist church, 
and an octogenarian Methodist minister. 
Rev. W, Scott; next came the uiombers 
of the Cabinet, colleagues of the luto 
minister in the Commons, Hon. Mr. 
Thompson and fclon. Mr. Foster; Hon. 5Ir. 
Cliapleau and Hon, Mr. C<iatig;ui; lion. 
Mr. Curling and Hon. I\Ir. jMcLelan; 
Hon. Mr. Howell and Sir A. 1'. (Jaron; 
Sir John Macdonald and Sir Hector Lan- 
gevin. All Mr. White's lato cuUoaguos 
were present, excepting Hon. John Henry 
Pope, who was absent through illness, and 
Sir Charles Tupper, who is at |)re3eut in 
a delicate state of health and decided to 
go to jilontroal last night rather than 
undergo the fatigues of a doiiljle railway 
journey to-day. Speaker Oiiimet mid ex- 
Speaker Kirkpatrick followed imniodiately 
behind tho members of the government.

The groat 
bell of the locomotive tolled out a solemn 
warning and good byo, and then the ro- 
mains of Hon. Thomas White, jiatriot and 
HtatoBinim, apod away to their last resting 
jilaco u])oii old Mount Royal. Owing to 
the rawness of tho morning, ,Sir Joliii, 
Sir Hector Langovin aud Sir Adolpho 
Caron did not accompany tho roniuins to 
Montreal. The departments of the Inter- 
ior and Indian affairs were closod to-day 
out of respect to tho memory of Mr. 
White.

MoNTKEikL, April 24. — The special 
train convoying tho .remains of flfin. 
Thomas White and members of parlia- 
ment, arrived here shortly before two 
o'clock. There was a tremendous con- 
course of people at tho dop6t. Tho pro- 
cession was immediately formed and ])ro- 
oeeded to St. George's Church where the 



beautiful burial service of tho Church of 
Lnglaiid w.'is read, nearly every Anglican 
clurgyman in the city taking jiart. Tlui 
procession ag.ain roftjrniL'd Mill slowly 
wended its way to Mount Royal cemetery, 
where the grave closed over one of the 
brightest and (lost men that ever sat in 
tho Canadian parliament.

ject of giving the lilierid ])arty a distinct 
Lssiie ajiart fnmi the Irish question. Re- 
liable information from tho liberal camp 
IS to the elTect that it was not hoped oven 
lo diminish Tory strength in the houso by 
ilie delivery of a apoecli which was iii- 
leiided to influence e(jii3tilueiicioa where 
the exposure of the fallacies of iiiiideipiato 
land taxation would give tho iimsses a 
r.dlyiiig cry .against the ela.ssea, biit rather 
7o put tho riiionists S(|Uiirely upon record 
:is taking the side of ])ure liheraliaiii or 
ultra-toryism. 'J'he result baa been 
wholly satisfactory and not in tho least 
tlisappointing. Nobody in the councils of 
the Liberal party has believed during tho 
last year that tho leading spirits of the 
('nioiiist faction were aiiytliing but 'I'orie.s, 
though they have jjrofe.ased to accept 
every liberal jjrincipal except that of homo 
rule for Ireland, and nobody now believes 
they have been anything else since the 
day of their turning their backs im the 
ex-premier upon the question of Irish lep- 
resentatives in Westniiiister parlijimont. 
Gladstone's remarks may linvo liastoned 
the decision of a few wavering unionists 
;(s to which side they would adhere to in 
lulling but nobody really buliovos hia 
speech has lessened the strength of the 
home rule party by a single vote. 

A Uow iu (be Camp. 

A most unfortunate row has occurred in 
the liberal camp over the coming Lanark - 
shire election. Tho .Scotch homo 
rulers accuse Pariiell and his immediate 
followers of trying to defeat their candi- 
date, Mr. Keirhardie, and things are just 
now at sixes and sevens, a condition at 
which the oppouenta to the Scotch candi- 
dates rejoice. The result of the quarrel 
will be tho election of a unionist from that 
.seat as Mr. .Sclinadhurst, the famous lib- 
eral caucus manager, has thus far been 
unable to reconcile the opposing nations. 
Election takes place on next Friday. 

I'urliamentary Notoi. 
In the House of Oommons this even- 
ing .lustin. McCarthy moved tho adjourn- 
nioiit of business in order to call attoiitioii 
to the departure in the usual jiractice of 
Irish county courta in increasing sentences 
upon appeal. In a lengthy speech Mc- 
Carthy condemned tho practice. 

Mr. Dodson Madden, attorney-general 
for Ireland, defended the notion of the 
j udges. He said that it was not really an 
appeal, but a rehearing of the cases, and 
it was the judges' duty to pronounce 
whatever judgment they considered tho 
evidence warranted. 

Mr. Shaw Lefevro spoke condemning 
the jjiactice. He was followed by Sir 
William llarcourt, who said thoy were 
the unused powers within the law, 
that were the rusty weapons of brutal 
•yranny. The employment of brutid 
and ferocious powera whether in law or 
not, against the people was unconstitu- 
tional. It was easy to conceive how con- 
venient it was for the governiuoufc to 
make the peojdo afraid of appealing. 
What was easier than to introduce a new 
feature into the criminal procedure in 
order to prevent appealing through a fear 
of having their sentences increased. Hero- 
after Irishmen could not iini'i ought not to 
have coiilideiice in the ndministration of 
the law, because it was executed in a man- 
ner w liicli was repugnant to all fair minded 
liiiglishmeii. 

Mr. Balfour, in replying to the charges 
said. Sir Win. Harcnurt insinuated tint 
the judges in Ireland derived inspiiatiou 
from Dublin Castle. This, ho said, was a 
foul liliid upon that lioiiorablo and inde- 
pendent body which completely fulfilled 
its dutie». 

(Gladstone followed Balfour. Ho de- 
clared that when tho procedure courts 
was not just thon parliament should 
exorcise tho highest powers as a great in- 
quest of tho nation. Gladstone taunted 
tho Irish secretary with a breach of faith 
in granting the right of appeal and tlieti 
practically putting a veto to it. Mr. Bal- 
four hin-o appealed to the speaker to rule 
Mr. (iladstone out of order, hut tho 
speaker decided in the Liberal leader's 
favor. This jiroduced a storm of Irish 
cheers. Gladstone said he believed that 
by this discussion Mr. McCarthy, 'who had 
introduced it, had brought to an end this 
liroliably legal outragouus practice which 
had been pursued in deliaiice of people, 
|ioliey and precedent, which was totally 
iiiijKissible in ICnglaiid and Scotland, but 
was thought siillicieiilly go(,id for Ireland, 
as long as tho people of England wore 
dispoBed to tolerate it. 

The debate was continued by Sir 
Richard V/ebster, attoriiey-goueral, who 
ro])udiated Gladstone's insinuation. 

Sir (ieo. Otto Trevelyn compared the 
largo reduction of oriino in Ireland under 
Gladstone's governiiieiit, with the small 
reduction at present under Balfour. 

The motion to adjourn was rejected by 
a vote of 219 to 166. 

Kiilcrtalued by Vrlends. 

Sir John Pender was entertained last 
evening by moinbors ami ropresontatives 
of the leiulinir telegraph and cable com- 
paiiiea and hia friends at a banquet at tho 
Hotel Metropolo, to celebrate tho honor 
of the Knight Commanderships of St. 
Michael and St. George, recently con- 
forre4-uppn him by the Queen and the 
presentation of her portrait to Lady 
Ponder. Tho Earl of Derby occupied tho 
chair, and tho guests numbered about two 
hundred, including Count Bylondt, Lord 
Wolosley, Tjord Burg, Earl of Sleoddalc, 
Dean of Westmiiiater, and other promi- 
nent people. In responding to the toast, 
"The army, navy, and reserve forces," 
Lord Wolosley said, never in England's 
military history was the army in a more 
oflicient condition than at the prosont. 
Ho said furthur, in answer to the toant 
"Tho Army," that ho disapproved of the 
present army and navy system, wliieli 
sooner or later would laud the country in 



disaster. Undoubtedly a reason for it 

could bo found in tlie ayateiii of govorii- 
mout by tho party, wliicli was a curse to 
modern England, and which was sapping 
the manly hoiioaty that was formerly a 
characteristic of tho statesmen. The 
Karl of Derby pronounced a high euolo- 
giuni on the guest of the evening, and re- 
ferred to the distinguished services to his 
country. Sir John Pender replied, giv- 
ing statistics of submariiio telegraphy. 
Other toaata followed and messages wcru 
read from Mayor Hewitt of New York, 
the prosideiil of tho Weaterti Union and 
(jiroat North-western Telegraph Com- 
panies, and others. 

The Freutili tlriitlN. 
At a recent gathering of hia adherents 
tho Count de Paris said that the situation 

was grave aud must bo met with a .■mini 
/roil/, for it was inevitable. As he had ju'e- 
dicted in 1H77, the govoriunent was dis- 
credited at lidniu mid abroad. The recent 
utterances in favor of universal suli'rago, 
tho count said, waa tho cry of Franco that 
she was weary of such guvorninent and 
yearned for a deliverance.

COiNTEACT LABOR TROUBLE. 

President CIer«land Issnoa Instructions to the 
District Attorney-General — Canadian 
Fishermen Interested.

—United States Dis- 
trict Attorney -General recently received 
from President Cleveland the following 
communication ;

Dear Sir : — Information has reached 
tho tror.ty department that large numbers 
of foreigners have been brought into the 
State of Massachuaotts under a violation 
of the contract labor law for tho purposo 
of mauiiing AniBricun tishing vessels sent 
out from the ports of Gloucester, Boston 
and Beverly, for the purpose of taking 
tish along the Canadian ooasCi It seems 
to ine quite certain that such foreigners 
and aliens have been brouglit in by jiarties 
in direct violation of the statute covering 
such cases and I believe thai ih.- imiioira 
tiou of Kucli foreigners tends in iiic ill-. 
idacenieut of Aiaeri' an lab u'. 1 am 
aware that many of those per80ii» 
have, through the care of ot&ciaisi bei n ^ 
returned to the country from which they 
canio. 1, therefore, enjoin on you tho 
dutj' of jiroiiipt investigation of these 
caHea, mikI reiiuest that you confer with 
the collectors of the ports of Boston and 
(jtlouccster, that [iroinpt and oli'ectivo 
measures may bo taken. Tho department 
has ordered that special agents be detailed 
who will report directly to you, and if 
you require any further assistance it will 
bo given you upon application; i ■

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A TOUCHING SCENE. 

The graphic duacription of the scene 
in the Conaaona on Monday when the 
vonorablo Proinier arose to move the ad- 
journment of the House aa a mark of 
respect to the lato Hon. Thomas White 
was read with the greatest interest by 
uur citizens yesterday. One could hardly 
fail to draw, in imagination, tho picture 
of Canada'a Grand Old Man standing 
spuechluaa, tho tears streaniini; down his 
checks, attonipting to sound the praises 
of liis faitliful culloaguo and sincere friend. 
Mi: White was in many roapocts tho best 
beloved uf Sir John's lieutenants; there 
was a strong personal affinity between the 
two which made of fcbem brothers as well 
in private as in public life. The lovable 
qualities which had endeared the distin 
i^uuhed dead to his fellowmen of all 
parties and creeds were brought home 
oven more strongly to Sir John because of 
tiie close ties of political friendship which 
bound thomto one anothor. Mr. White was, 
too, one of his bust all round ministers. 
ElFectivu in debate, powerful on the 
stump, devoted to tho interests of his De- 
partment and perhaps the best organiiser 
in the cabinet, he. was an inraluable^ mi^n 
to his party. There is little wonder, 
thun, that Sir John jMacdonald shed tears 
of heairt-felt sorrow as He thought of the 
Minister of tlie Interior, who had always 
been by liis side in tlio House, lying 
cold in death, to be forever a stranger to 
tlie halls of which ho waa so bright an or- 
niiniont. This is a world of smiles and 
tears, of joya and sorrows, and even in 
the midst of our greatest pleasures we 
aro compelled to drink, pfthoi bitter cup — 
and to turn our thoughts from the things 
of e&rih to' thda#.6f ''':eie^ityr The aged 
Premier must,: the., nature, of thingi, 
Boon follow his gifted colleague in the 
path whicb Ke was called upon's^ sudden- 
ly to traverse, and niayhap that thought 
was mingled with recollections of the 
kindly spirit whoso light had gone out in 
tho world of our life forever. Tho occasion 
will long remain a meniorablo one in tho 
history of tho procoediiigs of tho Federal 
parliament, and wo may well believe will 
not soon fade from.theimemury pt those 
who were witnesses of it. 



ABSOLUTE EXCLUSION. 

Perry iJelmont has introduced a bill 
in tho Washington House which had been 
prepared in the State Department to car- 
ry out the provisioijs of tho proposed Chi. 
nese exclusipiil ,teeaty which was recently 
negotiatedt apd wbioh. is now before , 'tKe: 
Senate committee on foreign) affairs. : The 
bill provides that from and after the datia' 
of its passage it shall be unlawful for any 
Chitieso person who ia a subject of China 
or iiny other power to enter tho United 
States except Chinese officials, teachers, 
atudonta, merclianta or travelers for plea- 
sure or curiosity, with the permission of 
their government first obtained, and their 
identity and pertfonal description fully 
established by certificates in triplicate, to 
be. issued, by: the., diploraatio . or consular 
representative of the- United States, one 
to be given to; the applicant, oiie to the 
eaptain of the ship, with a letter of iirans- 
niissal, and one sent under seal to the Col- 
lector of tho port which they propose to 
outer. Similar precautions aro provided 
f(jr Uhiiicao entitled to enter the United 
States by land. Chineae diplomatic or 
C(jn3ular oILicors and their attendants are 
to be admitted under special instructions 
of: the Secretary of the Treasury. Masters 
of vessels are required to post lists of all 
the Ohinese on board on their manifesto 
and report them at tlie time of enti^ and 
before landing under penalty. All return 
certificates heretofore issued to Ohineau 
laborers shall expire six munths from tho 
date of this Act. No Chinese laborer shall 
hereafter bo porinittod to return except he 
has a lawful wife or child or parent in tho 
United States, or property or debts of 
§1,000 or upward, ilia wifo must have 
been acquired at loaat a yearjbeforo his 
application for leave. Tho property nmst 
bo shown to be bond fide. Promissory 
nute,<i or other <^o'<fti('.^le^|;mentii,,wij|^pii 
be accepted as proof of debts uiidet. this Act. 
Application to leave - and return must be 
made under oath '<rith' penalties of perjury 
a month in advance with full desoription 
in proof of the family, property and debts, 
and a full desoription of the applicant's 
person shall be taken, numbered and re- 
taiited by the oollisctor, , snd, a ceirtifioate 
CorrBsponidinglyj niunfaieiroi ;ata«U be giyen 



Tho right to return under 
this oertiiicato shall be limited to oue 
year, and Ry»ili»We only at the port from 
whioh he departed. Fine and iinprison- 
ment are imposed on masters of vessels 
landing Chinese in violation of tho act, 
and a forfeiture of tho vessel is jirovidod 
for. Any Cliineso found unlawfidly in 
tho United States shuJl be removed to the 
couuti-y from which ho came at tho cost of 
tho United States, and the person who 
brought him shall be held liable to 
the United States for the expense. The 
act of May 6, 1882, is repealed. 

TEST REDUCTION WORKS. 

The bill settuig apart a sum of money 
for the erection of two test reduction 
works passed its second reading in the 
legislature yesterday. These mills will 
consist of all tho nocossarj' plant recpiired 
to treat a quantity of ore sullicient to tost 
tho richness of u ledgo, in order tint tlie 
development of ^lio ([Uart/, industry in 
outlying districts nuiy bo forwarded. At 
the present time in Cariboo district and 
other sections of the province there aro 
numerous ledges located, Which have been 
partly opened up, but owing to tho re- 
fractory character of tho ores they cannot 
1)0 treated except by a special process not 
yot available. CoiusoqiKiiitly, tlu! mirer who 
opens a ledge i.s i)i-aetically williuut tho 
moans of proving whether hi.s property is 
of sutiiciont worth to repay the large out- 
lay necessary to placo machinery on tho 
ledge for its treatment. The only course 
that can be followed at present is to shij) 
.1 few hundred pounds of rock to Omaha 
or San Francisco and a costly and unsatis- 
factory test at best is tlie result. The pro- 
posed works will allow the treatment of a 
number of tons of ore, which will demon- 
.strate beyond periidveiit uro it.s cliaracter. 
This will prove a groat boon tu tho niinor 
who has, perhiipa, for yeara struggled to 
liring his property to such 
state of dovelopnieut as would 
induce capitalists to purchase it. 
or invest money for the purpose of work- 
ing it. The works proposed aro simply 
for test purposes, not for making money, 
and will only be established after most 
searching enquiry into the character uf 
the ores of tho district, so that a plant 
that will meet all tho requirements will 
bo erected. Hitherto the (iovernnient aid 
to mines has been productive oidy of 
disappointment, but tho new move is a]) 
parently ona in the right direction and if 
It results in bringing (juartz mining into a 
prosperous condition, the Cariboo mem- 
bers who sutcgested it and the Government 
who carried it to a successful completion, 
will be entitled to the gratitude of tho 
entire province. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

U.S. Sbnatoe Wade Hampton — may 
his tribe increase ! — does not believe in 
speech-making, and says he regards it ns 
an utter waste ofjtinie.

Hon. Mr. Robson'.s amondmunt to the 
Voter's Act enfranchising women was de 
feated in the House yesterday, on coming 
up for a second reading, by a large ma- 
jority. The acting Premier has been 
energetic and persevering in his efforts to 
secure the franchise to women, but up to 
tho present time unsuccessfully.

'is a representation of the female of its 
species. Perhaps tliis discovery may lead 
to an explanation of how hard it is to get 
a dollar and how much harder it is to keep 
one. 



In 888 the Church of England leased to 
tho crown a piece of land for 990 years, 
or on what is termed a "perpetual leas 
The time has expired, and now tho pro- 
perty reverts to the Church. Here is a 
document in force, made away back in 
tho days of King Alfred, compassing a 
millennium, loss one year, and now, after 
this long period, tho occupants must va- 
cate. How strangely this event links the 
present with tho jiaat, and what a proof of 
tho maje«ty of the law and the stability of 
the English government !

Dr. .Innkor, tho .\frican explonu-, in a 
leeture before the geographical a(iciety of 
London, ICiiglaiid, stated it w.-is his tirm 
convict ion that Stanley is now with Emin 
liey. Most of the German explorers hold 
the same oiiinion. 

The Emperor l''redi'rick sent for liis (dd 
do.'if serv.-int, liecker. the other day and 
after sliaking hands with liiiii, wrote on a 
|)iece of pajier : "We are both unfor- 
tunate. You cannot hear; and I cannot 
speak. But I am much more unfortunate 
thanjou." 

Mr. William O'Brien addressed a 
league meetinj; at Fermoy on Sunday 
last.

Tlio greeting was 
a cordial one. The illmperor advancetl to 
tho car in which the t,)uoen w;is and the 
latter rose quickly to greet him. The I'^in- 
peror saluted her by ki.ssing lier hand; ho 
then offered the Queen his arm andjescorted 
lier' tq'th'e waiting room of the station 
which had been elaborately decorated, 
where a de.ji'.iDn'r had boon prepared. A 
short atop only was mado and tho royal 
party soon ])roceedOd on thoir way to 
Berlin. 

The Emperor's condition on Monday was 
satisfactory; he was removed from his bed 
this afternoon and Lay on a sofa. Tiio dis- 
charge of pus was cnpious, some of which 
droppod downwards in his throat causing 
a paro.xysm of coughing. The swelling of 
tho glands has decreased somewhat and 
his aiipetito continues good. For 
breakfast ho ate some beef and a portion 
of a fow 1, and an hour later partook of 
soino broth and oggs. Ho spoke cheer- 
fully with the doctors, and in tho aftcnioon 
had a conference with Bismarck lusting an 
hour and a half.

In tho first place, it gave 
niiiiiicipalities power to impose a high 
license, not, however, exceeding SI, 000 
a year for the retail of inti ixicatiiiL' li(|iior.s, 
a power which lie tlumght dcsiralile, both 
as a means of lessening the number of 
licensed houses and keeping the trallic iu 
the hands of more rcs]JoiLsililo persmis. 
Iu the second place, it provided that no 
license shall convoy tho right to sell on 
the Sabbath day. Several of the munici- 
palities had evinced a disposition to pro- 
liibit tliu Sunday limuu' tratlic ; but the 
decisions of some of the judu;es east doubt 
upon their power to do so, uiuler the pre- 
sent license system, lie hoped all would 
concur in tho desirableness of placing tho 
municipalities in a position to enforce tlio 
closing of those places on the Sabbath. 
Thirdly, it contained tho ]>rinciplo 
of local option, — a principle which imist 
commend itself to every right-thinking 
person. No power should be able to 
force the liipior tratlic into any com- 
muuity cuntrary to the will and iirotcsta 
of a majority. In Mie fimrtli place, it 
provided that the issue of a restaurant or 
table license should be surrounded witli 
the same safeguards us any other li(|Uor 
license, and instanced tho experience of 
Cliilliwhack in order to show how easy it 
was to carry on a ri;gular, or rather irreL;u- 
lar, lii[iior tratlic under cloak of such 
license. The lion, gentleman concluded 
with a pathetic appeal to the house to 
[lass this oxtromoly moderate measure, 
lie had, in a previous measure, asked for 
a whole loaf, and had met with denial. 
Ho now modestly asked for, not half a 
loaf, but a mere crumb of bread, and he 
hoped the house would grant it. 

After slight discnHsioii, on the vote being 
tJikeii, the bill was killed, <) to 8.

He has tried 
the Sound, but with no bettor luck, and 
now ofiers large wages to any who will 
join him. The Br. ship Iviiiglit of St. 
Michaels was in tlm same trouble, sev- 
eral of her crow having deserted at 
Moodyville. But six, we learn, have 
lioon captured, while the tug Mastick, 
which went over to Vancouver to tow the 
vessel to sea, supplied her with the bal- 
ance.

Schooner Annie C. Moore, Capt. Hack- 
ett, 168 days from North Sydney, C. 15., 
arrived in Royal Roads yesterday morn- 
ing.
